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SIR GEORGE FOSTER 
IN EDMONTON 


(Special to The News) 

Speaking. at the University on Sun- 
day afternoon. Sir George Foster 
spoke mainly on the humanitarian 
4 aspect of the League of Nations. 

One of the greatest works of the 
League has been the repatriation of 
prisoners of war. At the close of the 
war there were over half a million 
prisoners scattered over Russia and 
Central Europe. Thege were of twen- 
ty-six dffferent nationalities. They 
were under cruel and callous treat- 
ment in most cases. The League con- 
} tributed funds and made a collection. 
It appointed Dr. Nansen commissioner 
in charge. Under his care over 427,- 
000 prisoners have been repatriated. 

During the ‘Russian revolution, 
| some 800,000 people were driven from 
their homes and forced to take refuge, 
without possessions of any kind, 
along.the borders of contiguous coun- 
1 tries. The League appointed’ Dr. 
3 Nansen as commissioner and Sir Sam- 
uel Hoare as deputy commissioner, to 
aid these people. By persuading the 
Soviet government to take back some 
of these people, and by enlisting the 
aid of the countries of central Europe 
to each absorb and care for a num- 
ber of them, this great problem has 
been solved. Again, in this case, the 
League has alleviated untold’ suffer- 
ing and horrors. 


Again, when the Turks overran 
, Anatolia, nearly one million Armen- 
\ jians, Syrians and Greeks were driven 
4 out and left stranded in contiguous 
4 countries, the League stepped in and 
4 Dr. Nansen is now in charge of the 


H work of mitigating this terrible con- 
} dition. The United States is contrib- 
, uting men and money to aid the 
) League in this work. Without the in- 
tervention of the League, the condi- 
tions would be horrible, and even yet 
they are a serlous menace to the wel- 
fare of Europe.” 

1 War Is not the only destroyer, said 
| SirGeorge. Plague, famine and car- 
{ cotic drugs are also great destroyers 
; of humanity. One nation alone cannot 
successfully wage a fight against 
these; the co-operation of the world 
’ {s needed. The League of Nations is 
: the medium by which they can co- 
operate. Before the League was 
formed there was repressive legisla- 
j tion against the white slave traffic in 
} some countries, but not in all. The 
4 League expects soon to have the sig- 
_natures of all countries of the world 
to an agreement to form repressive 
legislation and supervise it. 

Dealing with the question of nar- 
cotic drugs, Sir George said that he- 
fore the ‘war a few nations got to- 
gether and formed the Shanghai Com-

mission. This arranged a meeting at 
\ The Hague to deal with the matter, 
y but the war stopped all co-operation. 


Since the war the League of Nations 
took over the problem. Now all but 
two small nations have ratified an 
agreement which provides that they 
will control their use to that required 
for medical and scientific purposes. 
It took four years to get this agree- 
{ ment because the United States stood 
j out on the ground that the League was 
not going far enough. Now they have 
reached an agreement as_ stated. 
There were difficulties with China and 
India. These were solved by ruling 
that there shall be neither import nor 
export of narcotic drugs without gov- 
ernment authority. The League is 


further finding out ‘what are the medi-| : 
cal and scientific needs, and will pre-| 


vent production beyond this amount. 
, The health of the world is another 
j matter that demands international co- 
operation. There are some portions 
of the world from which diseases 
often spread. In 1920, there was a 
severe outbreak of typhus in Russia 
and eastern Europe. If unchecked, 
om this might have ravaged the entire 
; world. The League took charge of 
the situation. Sir George Foster him- 
self addressed the assembly of the 
i League on the matter, and proffered 
; $200,000 from Canada to aid in the 
fight. Forty-two nations present gave 
$2,000,000 and guaranteed their scien- 
ifle aid. The typhus menace was 
checked, but two years later it broke 
out again. This time thirty-eight na- 
tions most interested met under the 
auspices of the league at Warsaw, and 
applied to the world for $6,000,000 to 
fight the typhus. Today there is less 
typhus than normally in those areas. 
In these humanitarian works, the 
nations of the world come together on 
acommon basis. They recognize each 
other’s disinterestedness and acquire 
confidence and sympathy. Thus is 
being built up a spirit which will en- 
able all nations to work together more 
harmoniously in solving future con- 
troversial questions. 
In the co-operation of the nations of 
the world lies the great hope for pro- 
gress. The league is proving itself a 
worthy instrument for the  achieve- 
ment of that co-operation. It may be 
a generation hence; it may be one 
hundred years away, but some day 
war will be as great an anachronism 
in the settlement of international 
, boundaries as it is now in settling 
section ‘boundaries between neighbors.

INDUSTRY FOR WEST 


PULP MAKING FROM STRAW 


Giants 


Montreal Financial Post Makes 
Definite Statement That Before 
Next Year’s Crop Plant Wil! Be 
Erected in West—Canadian Capital 
Will Be Used Exclusively—150 Tons 
of Straw Needed Per Day. 


Plans to give Western Canada an 


Post. Only unforeseen difficulties 
will stand in the way of development. 
The preliminary investigation of 


looking into the possibilities of es- 
tablishing the industry in the west, 


Dolfus, managing director of Devains 
Process, Limited, of England and 
France, is in England arranging for 
the construction of a mill. This mill 
will have an initial daily capacity of 
50 tons of pulp, which will require 
150 tons of straw, a capacity which 
will be enlarged, before 1925, it is 
likely, to 100 tons a day and more if 
the first mill proves satisfactory. 
Very Costly Plant 

It will cost ‘between $1,000,000 and 
$1,250,000 to put up the first unit of 
the mill. This includes machinery and 
plant only. Numerous offers have 
been received from western interests 
of free land sites. Cost of raising 
the capital will also have to be added. 
This will bring the total cost to about 
35 percent. less, it is stated, than the 
cost of constructing a wood pulp mill. 

Raised In Canada 

The money required will be raised 
in Canada. This will be in line with 
the policy of the company to finance 
its various projects with local capi- 
tal. The company has obtained local 
capital for its straw pulp mills in 
England, France, Belgium, Italy and 
Spain, and it has also established a 
mill in Java. There are now twelve 
operating plants and five under con. 
struction in the international chain 
established by Devains ‘Process, Lim- 
ited, of which Sir Frederick Becker, 
wealthy English paper operator who 
has extensive interests in Canada, is 
president, and Mr. Dolfus, managing 
director. 

Speaking to the Financial Post, Mr. 
Dolfus stated that about two tons of 
straw can ‘be had from each acre of 
land raising grain. It does not 
require much figuring, therefore, to 
indicate that if, eventually, only 10 
percent. of the straw in Western 
Canada that {s now burned or other- 
wise sestroyed, were used for the 
manufacture of paper, that more than 
$120,000,000 annually would be added 
to the revenue of the west,

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“AP, ELEVATOR BURNT 


The Red Deer elevator of the Alberta 
Pacific Grain Co., of Calgary, was de- 
stroyed by fire on Wednesday morn- 
ing, with the exception of the office and 
engineroom which were saved by the 
good work of the Fire Brigade and the 
excellent fire pressure. The fire was 
a@ spectacular one, the tall elevator top 
making a coronet of fire for half an 
hour. 

C.P.R. Car Inspector Donnelly saw 
the blaze at four o’clock and turned in 
the alarm, and at the same time the 
whistle of the yard engine which was 
taking on coal also alarmed the citi- 
zens. The brigade was promptly on 
hand but, by the time they had the 
water on, the flames had shot up to 
the roof of the elevator, beyond the 
reach of the four streams of water, and 
it was at once seen that the high 
metal-clad building was doomed. The 
firemen devoted their energies to pro- 
tecting the Massey-Harris building 
adjoining, and the Alberta Pacific 
office. C.P.R. Agent Gunn, and_ the 
night shift got the cars away from the 
elevator track, and then got the cars 
on all the tracks opposite the elevator 
eut of the road; Mr. Murphy was get- 
ting ready on Tuesday to ship in the 
morning. Embers from the fire were 
carried north as far as the bridge. 
Fortunately, when the roof fell, it went 
clear of the office. 

Mr. Donnelly said that the blaze he 
saw first was on the driveway close to 
the elevator building, and Chief Tay- 
lor, after examination Wednesday 
morning, was satisfied that the fire 
broke out under the driveway. The 
under-timbers and supports) of the 
driveway were completely burnt, or 
very badly charred. The drive from 
the engine to the elevator runs under 
the driveway and, whether the fire 
arose from friction of this machinery 
or from a cigar or cigarette dropped 
through or from some other cause, 
cannot be definitely ascertained. Mr. 
Murphy had the machinery running in 
the morning, but not in the afternoon. 
In the afternoon he had all the doors 
of the elevator open, including the west 
door, which is not often open, and 
when he locked up at six o'clock every- 
thing appeared as usual. When he 
arrived at the fire, he got the books 
and papers out first thing. C.P.R. Car- 
checker Bell and Night ‘Constable Muir 
were by the building within half an 
hour of when the fire was seen, but 
noticed nothing suspicious. 

There were about 5000 to 6000 bush- 
els of grain in the elevator, Mr. Mur- 
phy estimates. The elevator was of 
45,000 bushels capacity and was worth 
about $15,000. Elevator and grain 
were both insured. 

The Company will start re-building 
right away with two or three gangs of 
men, and expect to have the new ele- 
vator ready in four or five weeks. The 
loss is an unfortunate one just at the 
beginning of the grain shipping sea- 
son, but temporary arrangements will 
be made to accommodate the Com- 
pany’s customers.

Two small 
heaps of kindling wood were placed on 
top of the foundation under the joists 
of the floor, but these were not ignited. 
Two holes had been torn in the walls.

Constable arrived,-and the fire was 
breaking through the north wall of the 
north bedroom upstairs.

NO PREFERENCE GIVEN 


Winnipeg, Oct. 10th.—Referring to 
the suggestion made in certain quar- 
ters that the Canadian Pacific in 
distributing carsin Alberta has been 
giving pyeference to competitive 
points, Vice-President Coleman made 
the following statement today: “Any 
statement to the effect that we have 
been giving first consideration to com- 
petitive points is emphatically denied. 
We have not done so this year, nor in 
any previous year in my experience, 
In order that the public may have 
full information on this point, we 
have worked out the details in con- 
Nection with grain loaded from the 
first of September to date, at every 
station in the province of Alberta, 
competitive and non-competitive. The 
result is as follows: In that period of 
time there have been loaded at com- 
petitive points 392 cars of grain, con- 
taining 602,928 bushels. In the same 
period there have been loaded at non- 
competitive points 7252 cars contain- 
ing 11,614,861 bushels. For the pur- 
pose of this comparison, we have list- 
ed as competitive points not only 
towns actually served by the two 
railways, but any station located with- 
in ten miles of competitive line. These 
figures should be sufficient to dispose 
of this unfounded and most ungener- 
ous charge.

Oleomargarine may no longer be 
imported into Canada, nor is {ts 
manufacture in this country permis- 
sible. This prohibition came into 
effect on the first of September, but 
dealers are given until the end of 


‘February,.'1924, to dispose of their 


stock, after which, the sale will no 
longer be legal. The restrictions as 
to oleomargarine existed; in Canada 
for many years. previous to the war. 
They were removed as a war meas- 
ure, and their restoration was. looked 
upon by Parliament as being in the 
best interest of the public. 

The product known as renovated 
butter {s also excluded by an amend- 
ment to the Dairy Produce Act passed 
at the 1922.23 session, which Hkewise 
shuts out (dilled milk, filled icream, or 
filled butter. These articles, which 
bulk large in the produce trade in the 
United States, contain fats other than 
the fat of milk. They have never oc- 
cupied an important place in ‘Cana- 
dian trade and their exclusion  wiil 
not necessitate any marked readjust- 
ment of the dairy produce business.

Diamond Medal Contest 

Thursday evening at the Methodist 
church was given over to a Diamond 
Meda! Elocution contest, in connection 
with the W.C.T.U. convention. These 
elocution contests are held regularly 
by the various branches of the organ- 
ization. Winners of a silver medal are 
eligible to compete for a gold medal; 
gold medallists for a grand gold medal, 
and holders of grand gold medals for 
the diamond medal. It will be readily 
understood from this that diamond 
medal contests are comparatively rare. 
On this occasion there were to have 
been four contestants, but only three 
showed up. 

Mrs. L. C. McKinney, who is a sister 
of Dr. Eber Crummy, and Provincial 
President of the W.C.T.U., occupied 
the chair, and after o hymn and a sel- 
ection by the choir, explained to a good 
audience the system on which these 
contests are arranged. She then call- 
ed upon the first speaker, who was 
afterward introduced as Miss Metcalf, 
of Okotoks, who won her grand gold 
medal at Red Deer. Miss Metcalf’s 
theme was a story of the example of 
moderate drinking in the home, and its 
undesirable effect upon the morals of 
the family. 

The second speaker, Mrs. Amundson, 
of Claresholm and Calgary, won her 
grand gold medal in Minneapolis. Her 
story, “David Dan's Distillery,” while 
it lacked the force and abandon of the 
first, opened very much better and had 
more of the genuine narrative style. 
The story was interesting, and was, in 
many: respects, better than that of 
number one. Her chances were prob- 
ably spoilt by a rather awkward lapse 
of memory about half way through. 

After a beautifully sung solo by Miss 
Gertie Smith, ‘Love Sends a Little 
Gift of Roses,” the third and last con- 
testant appeared, Miss Johnson, of 
Ryley. Miss Johnson won her grand 
gold medal last year at Calgary. “The 
Story of Old Soapy” was concerned 
with the adventures of a poor and am- 
Ditious schoolboy, and his trials and 
tribulations in living down the de- 
pressing influence of a drunken father. 

The judges retired ut this point—be- 
ing Mrs. Molesley, of Consort; Rev. J.

The Resolutions - 


The first resolution from the-com- 
mittee expressed its appreciation of 
the action of the Minister of Education 
in placing hygiene and scientific tem- 
perance on a par with other subjects 
for examination in the public schools, 
and hoped that the same policy would 
be extended to the high schools. Mrs. 
McKinney undertook to find out where 
these subjects were being taught the 
candidates for teachers in the Normal 
Schools. 

The convention went on record as 
being opposed to the cigarette habit, 
and urged rigid enforcement of the 
laws prohibiting selling of cigarettes 
to boys and girls under 16. 

The convention regretted the in- 
crease of Sunday games and sports 
which were hurtful to the spirit of 
reverence for the sanctity of the Lord's 
Day. 

A strong peace resolution was pass- 
ed.

The original reso- 
lution from Craigmyle U.F.W.A. had 
also asked that a well-written life of 
Christ, a history of the Bible, and 
stories from the Bible be made avail-— 
able for school libraries. The preamble 
of the resolution recited man's need of 
religion, and that the Bible was the 
basis of true knowledge in all life. 
There was some opposition to the 
adoption of the resolution, even as 
amended, the contention being that 
well-disposed teachers were not pre- 
vented from giving a measure of Scrip- 
ture reading and teaching in the 
schools under the present voluntary 
regulations. An amendment to table 
the resolution, however, was lost. The 
Roman Catholics and the Mormons, it 
was pointed out, took advantage of the 
provision whereby the dominant re- 
ligious belief of the schools could be 
taught half an hour a week in the 
schools. 

The Union commended the minimum 
wage law of the Government. 

That woman be placed on all boards 
dealing with the interests of women 
and children was urged. 

A resolution that the lHquor law be 
so amended that liquor confiscated by 
officers of the law be destroyed im- 
mediately, was passed. Delegates gave 
instances of where the liquor, or most 
of it, found its way back to the people 
from whom it was seized. 


The Executive was recommended to 
consider the providing of a certificate 
to be given students who completed the 
Y course. Mrs. McPherson will pre- 
sent a white banner for competition by 
unions in Y work. ~ 

A resolution of thanks to hostesses 
and those who had opened their homes, 
to the local W.C.T. Union, to the city 
corporation for its welcome, to the 
Rotary Club, to those who had con- 
tributed music, to the Advocate for 
papers, and to all who had contributed 
to the success of the gathering, was 
carried by a standing vote. 

Every Union was urged to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered by 
the attitude of the Départment of 
Education toward alcohol and tobacco, 
as shown in the present course of 
study, and put the essay contest into 
the schools. 


Protesting Against Prof. 
Alexander’s Action 


Mrs. McKinney presented the skele- 
ton of a resolution which was adopted 
and sent to the Resolutions committee 
to be put in form, which set out the 
principles of the W.C.T.U.—total ab- 
stinence for the individual and total 
prohibition for the states—but grant- 
ing the full right of any citizen to hold 
and express views differing from 
their own. They took strong exception, 
however, to the boasting of Professor 
Alexander of the University of Al- 
berta that he had broken the 
liquor law, and had given beer to his 
son, a minor, to drink. They protested 
against his continuance in a respon- 
sible teaching position among their 
young people, and have determined to 
bring the matter before the Minister 
of Education and the President of the 
University. It was alleged, in the dis- 
cussion, that Prof. Alexander had 
spoken exultingly of the wine-flowing 
of ancient days in his University 
classes. Mrs. Grevett, of Calgary, said 
the Calgary prohibitionists had  con- 
cluded that Prof. Alexander was in- 
viting notoriety and attack, and they 
did not intend to gratify him: his visit 
had done their cause good. She rather 
deprecated taking any action, in view 
of the imminence of the referendum 
vote. The resolution, however, was 
endorsed. 

B.C. W.C.T. Union Resolution 

The resolution of the British Colum- 
bia W.C.T.U. to the Alberta Union 
urging them to maintain the Prohibi- 
tion law, and reciting the evils of 
government liquor control in B.C., was 
presented. It was a powerful indict- 
ment from high authorities as to the 
highly objectionable conditions under 
the B.C. Liquor Act. 

The teachers essay prize of $25 
went to Miss Emma M. Moore, of 
Bigstone, the prize in Grades 11 and 12 
to Gladys Rogers, Stettler; in Grades 
9 and 10 to Arthur Reiber, Didsbury, 
and in the public school to a Lamont 
pupil.

What is a plebiscite? 

A plebiscite is a direct vote of all 
the electors to decide a question of 
public importance. 

In what respects does a plebiscite 
differ from an election for a number 
of the legislature? 

A plebiscite does not call for any 
nominations or candidates, nor for 
any notice other than _ the procla- 
mation. In a plebiscite the ballots 
are uniform for the province, and 
while for convenience the vote is tak- 
en by electoral divisions, the result is 
decided by the total vote over the 
whole province, obtained by combin- 
ing the totals from eac electoral 
division. , 

A returning officer is not required 
to give a casting vote, in case of a 
tie, nor has he authority in a plebis- 
cite to declare any election carried 
on the vote in ‘his electoral division. 
The clerk of the executive council 
combines the totals from the differ- 
ent electoral divisions and declares 
the result. 

What is the issue in the coming 
plebiscite? 

The electors are asked to decide 
which of four alternative legislative 
methods shall tbe adopted in dealing 
with the liquor traffic. 

By what electoral method is 
issue to he decided? 

By the use of the single preferential 
vote. 

How does the vote by this plan dif- 
fer from that of the ordinary elec- 
tion? Z 

It differs in two respects— 

(a) In the method of marking the 
ballot. 

(b) In the method of ascertaining 
the result. 

How is the ballot marked under the 
single transferable preferential vote 
method? 

Bach voter must mark 1 opposite 
his first choice of the four different 
questions submitted. He may stopat 
this if he wants to, but the method 
provides for him to go on and mark 2 
opposite his second choice, 3 opposite 
his third choice,4and 4 opposite his 
fourth choice, thus showing the order 
of his preferences for all the ques- 
tions. The reason for marking his 
other choices, in addition to the first 
choice, will appear when the method 
of arriving at the result of the elec- 
tion is considered. 

How is the result of an election as- 
certained under the single transfer- 
able preferential vote method? 

At the close of the poll on election 
day each deputy returning officer sorts 
the valid ballots and makes a state: 
ment of the number of first choices 
votes cast for each of the questions, 
without regard .to whether there are 
or not any other choices marked on 
the ballots and sends the statement to 
the returning officer. Each returning 
officer at the proper time and place 
makes a statement (from the state- 
ments of the deputy returning officers) 
of, the number of first choice votes 
cast for each question in his electoral 
division and sends the statement to 
the clerk of the executive council. 
The tclerk of the executive council 
makes a statement (from statements 
of the returning officers) of the num- 
ber of first choices votes cast for each 
question in the province. Under the 
ordinary method of ascertaining the 
result of the election the question 
having the highest number of first 
choices would be declared carried, ir- 
respective of whether it had a major- 
ity of all the votes cast or not. Un- 
der the single transferable preferen- 
tial vote method the question having 
the highest number of first choices is 
not declared carried unless it has 
morethan one-half of the total num- 
ber of first choices cast. 

How is the result determined when 
no question has more than one _ half 
of the total first Ichoice votes cast? 

The clerk of the executive council 
proceeds as follows: 

fe opens the envelope containing 
the ballots, checks the statements of 
the deputy returning officers and re- 
turning officers, and places all the 
ballots with first choice votes for 
each question in a separate pile, with- 
out reference to any other choices on 
the ballots. If none of the piles con- 
tain more than half of all the first 
choice votes, that is, of all the ballots 
cast, he declares the question having 
the lowest number of first choices de- 
feated. Where there is a tie vote he 
decides which one shall be excluded 
first. Each ballot in that pile is in- 
spected and put in one of the three 
remaining piles indicated by the vot- 
ers’ second choice on it. If there is 
no second choice on some of the 
ballots they are put aside and not 
counted, and the voters who marked 
1 only for the debated question lost 
their votes. If any of the three piles 
now contains more than one half the 
total number of ballots in the three 
, piles the question represented by it 
is declared carried. But if none of 
the three piles contains more than 
one hal? of the total number of ballots 
then in the three piles, the pile con- 
taining the lowest number of ballots 
is declared defeated, and each ballot 
in that pile {s Inspected and put in 
one of the two remaining piles indi- 
cated by the next Choice for the 
question still undefeated. If there is 
no next choice (2 or 3 as the case may 
be) on some of these ballots they are 
put aside and not counted and the 
voters who did not mark their prefer- 
ences lose their votes. 

The question represented ‘by the 
one of the two piles now having the 
highest number of ballots is declared 
carried. 

The voter has but one vote. It is 
only in the event of his first choice 
being declared defeated and the bal- 
lots in the pile distributed to the 
other piles that his’second choice is 
counted, and only in the event of ‘his 
first and second choices being declar- 
ed defeated that his third choice {fs 
counted, and so on. 

In that case are second 
never counted? 

The second choice on original bal- 
lots cast for the winning question are 
not taken into consideration as the 
‘first choices are counted, and the 
second chofces on the original bal- 
lots cast for the question that fs beat- 
en in the final count are not taken in- 
to consideration as the first choices 
are counted. Suppose for example 
that question (a) prohibition, wins in 
the final count, the second choices on 
the ballots that had (a) for first choice 
would not be looked at. Or suppose 
that question (a) prohibition, loses 
on the final count, the second choices 
on the ballots that had (a) for first 
choice would not be looked at.

Yes, he can apply to the deputy re- 
turning officer on election day, take 
the voters’ oath, and have his name 
put on the list and may vote; but if 
any objection is made his ballot is 
put in a disputed envelope and not 
counted unless his right to vote is 
established at the court of enquiry. 

Should the ballot of a voter whose 
name is on the list, but whose right 
to vote is challenged and who takes 
the oath, be put in a disputed enve- 
lope? 

No. If @ person’s name is on the 
voters’ list, and on being challenged 
he takes the oath, the ballot must be 
putin the box the same as that of any 
other qualified voter. If the voter 
takes a false oath, he is Hable to 
prosecution for perjury. 

Can a person whose name Is on the 
list for a poll, and who changes his 
residence before election day, go back 
to that poll and vote? 

Yes, if his vote is not challenged. 
But if required to take the oath he 
could not truthfully swear he was still 
a resident of that poll. If he moved 
into another poll in the same electoral 
division he could take the voters’ oath 
in that poll, have his name put on the 
list and vote. If he moved into anoth.- 
er electoral division he would not 
have the three months’ residence and 
would lose his vote entirely.

What provision is there for scrutin- 
eers to act on ‘behalf of the different 
questions on election day? 

As there are no candidates, there 
can be no scrutineers by them, but 
two voters may on request be allowed 
to represent each question and shal] 
be permitted to remain in the polling 
place during the time the poll is 
open and at the counting of the votes. 

What ballot papers will be rejected? 

The deputy returning officer shall 
reject any ballots: 

(a) Which have not been supplied 
by him; or 

(b) on which a cross or X is mark- 
ed; or 

(c) on which 1 is not marked; or 

(d) on which the figure 1 is placed 
opposite more than one question; or 

(e) on which; the figure 1 and some 
other figure is placed opposite the 
same question; or 

(f) on which there is any writing 
or mark by which the voter ican be 
identified,but no word, letter or mark 
written or made or omitted to be writ- 
ten or made by the deputy returning 
officer on the ballot paper shall void 
the same or warrant its rejection. 

What are the hours for voting? 

In cities and polls in city constitu- 
encies marked “suburban” on the pro- 
clamation the polls shall be kept open 
from 9 a.m. until 8 p.m. All other 
polls shall be kept open from 9 a.m.

Some time ago we made a suggestion 
for a concerted programme of winter 
amusements, amongst which was 
mentioned .a2 skating carnival on the 
river. It has been suggested to us 
that an even better place than the 
river for such a carnival would be 
Gaetz Lake in the early part of the 
winter, say November or December. 
The ice on the lake is usually smooth 
and by the middle of November is 
strong enough for anything, while if 
there is snow, it can be cleared off 
without great trouble. It is not really 
far from town, and no doubt a good 
service of motor jitneys could be ar- 
ranged for as at Fair time. The sur- 
roundings are attractive, and its own- 
er, Mr. Gaetz, would no doubt have no 
objection to granting the use of it 
for such a carnival, if precautions 
were taken against damage by fire 
or otherwise. 

It would be possible to have a most 
attractive programme on the lake. 
Booths could be set up on the ice for 
refreshments. A scheme of coloured 
lighting could be devised which, with 
the natural surroundings, would be 
most picturesque. The lake is large 
enough to allow of many novel feat- 
ures being introduced into the pro- 
gramme. There could, for instance, 
be sleigh races, in which the teams 
would be three of four young men, 
and the sleighs could be driven by 
young ladies. The young.ladies of Red 
Deer and other districts would no 
doubt quite enjoy having three or 
four young men on the string, as it 
were, at the same time, and the 
course could be so laid out and pro- 
vided with such obstacles as to make 
driving the teams a task requiring 
soMg skill, especially if the “horses” 
were blindfolded. This might serve 
not only as an exciting competition 
but as a useful moral lesson symbolic 
of the difficulties likely to be encoun- 
tered by young ladies whe try to 
manage three of four young men all 
at once. We could think of many 
other good suggestions of this kind, 
but we think that such suggestions 
should be invited from the public 
and prizes given for the best novel- 
ties in the way of competitions de- 
vised, the decision, of course, as to 
the best resting with the managing 
committee.

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WHAT IS THERE IN IT? 


During the course of the late har- 
vest a young farmer who had just fin- 
ished a strenuous course of haying and 
was feeling the fatigue of it, put to 
us the question, “What is there in 
farming to make any man stick to it? 
The work is hard, the hours long, the 
results meagre. What is there in it?” 

On first consideration it seems diffi- 
cult not to admit the implied answer 
to the question—that farming is a 
thing no man should go in for if he 
can possibly make a living otherwise. 
Yet such an answer is far too hasty 
and unconsidered. There is much 
more to be said than that. 

In the first place, there is in Canada 
at any rate a certain measure of inde- 
pendence or freedom in farming as 


compared with other occupations. 
Practically no man in this world can 
be called wholly indopendent. At 
some point or another he is inevitably 
dependent on the cooperation or |

good-will of his fellowmen. Yet the 
farmer has a measure of independence. 
Subject always to weather conditions 
and wisely chosen land, he is fairly 
certain of food, shelter and clothing. 
All these may be rough in quality, but 
they are the substantial essentials of 
life, and to a certain extent the far- 
mer can say that at least he is subject 
to Providence for a living and not to 
man. At least he is not obliged to 
stand behind a counter or sit in an 
office and wait for customers or 
clients who do not come, or come 
only with empty pockets to demand 
ungraciously a credit to which they 
have no claim on their merits and for 
which they are not in the least grate- 
ful. What is the value of that free- 
dom or independence of the farmer? 
Well, men have died for freedom, bare 
and scanty though It might be. They 
will die for freedom again. That is 

omething the farmer can count to 
the credit of his calling. 

Then, further, it is a manly and an 
honourable calling. There may be 
grave doubts as to the necessity for 
certain callings in the world. There 
can be none as to that of the farmer. 
There may be similar doubts as_ to 
the suitability of certain callings for 
a self-respecting and manly man to 
engage in. There can be none as to 
the farmer’s. How many men, as 
they grow old, look round them to see 
if they can see some tangible evi- 
dence that they have done some use- 
ful work in the world, and have to 
admit that they can see little or 
none? Yet the farmer who has taken 
a rough homestead, and broken and 
fenced it, and built a home on it, and 
raised however sparse and _ poorly 
rewarded crops on it, can look at it 
and say: “There at least is ong solid 
bit of work which I have done, one 
small bit of tidying and clearing in a 
jumbled and littered world,” and so 
saying he can add to his independence 
his self-respect, and for that too men 
have died. 

The superior attitude sometimes 
assumed by the townsman to the far- 
mer has no justification on the merits. 
Of the two the world could the mora 
easily dispense with the townsman, 
and if the farmer sometimes {s dispos- 
ed to envy a little bitterly the seem- 
ingly easy lot of the townsman, and 
resent his occasionally superior airs, 
he can say to himself with full jus- 
tice: “Even if my clothes are torn 
and my hands are rough, and my way 
of life plain and unadorned, I am 
doing the man’s work of the world, 
and so doing I may have the approval 
of my own conscience, and with it I 
may have contentment and peace.” 

These things there may be in farm- 
ing. No greater things can any man 
have. 


GERMANY IN THE WAY 
OF TRANSGRESSORS 


Less than ten years ago the German 
Empire stood at the height of its 
worldly glory. Its army was supreme 
in Europe. Its navy was second only 
to that of Great Britain and seemed 
likely before long to rival it. Its 
trade both home and foreign was on 
a huge scale and increasing. Its 
colonial possessions were large and 
were about to receive considerable 
additions as the result of a treaty 
with Great Britain, agreed upon, 
drafted and actually initialled though 
not formally signed, by which Great 
Britain out of sheer good will or 
sheer weakness, ceded territories in 
Africa to Germany without any cor- 
responding return. Its organisation 
at home was in the highest degree 
efficient. Its power and prestige 
abroad stood on an equally high level, 
and seemed destined to increase. 

Ten years ago, and now, what a 
change. Gone I{s the navy, dispers- 
ed and crippled the army, vanished 
the whole colonial empire, narrowed 
on north, east and west are frontiers 
of Germany itself. The hated and 
despised Poles are again in free pos- 
session of provinces deemed German 
for ever. The French are again sov- 
ereign in Alsace-Lorraine and in oc- 
cupationof the Rhineland the Ruhr. 
The proudest citizens of Germany's 
chief industrial area are subject to 
the challenge and the authority of 
Sudanese negroes in the uniform of 
France. The splendid system of home 
and foreign trade has crumbled into 
dust. The German mark, the symbol 
of German credit, has been quoted at 
one thousand million to the British 
pound, that is two million: to one 
Canadian cent. The German people 
are beginning to cry for food. Verlly 
the way of transgressors !s hard. 

Years ago aud long before the war 
Lord Morley in one of his books made 
reference to the “hubris” of 
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Germany, that old Greek word gig- 


nifying the overweening arrogance of 
mortals which the Greeks held to 


provoke inevitably the wrath and 
punishment of Heaven. The passage 
of the years has justified to the full 
that reference. Before the war there 
were in Germany arrogance, greed, 
boasting, threats. Throughout the 
war there were hatred, treachery, 
cruelty, savagery. Ater the war 
there were ‘whinings, trickery, lies, 
evasions., And the end thereof is 
death. 

- No man now can say to what depths 
the German people may yet be 
brought, nor to what tragic fate their 
present course may lead them. As 
one united people they supported their 
emperor and his associates and advis- 
ers in their course of wanton aggres- 
sion so long as it seemed to promise 
well. Only when failure came did 
they reject them, and even then the 
rejection was not a mark of repent- 
ance but was due only to the wish to 
escape punishment. As one people 
they have supported the efforts of 
their leaders to evade by any means 
the treaty signed and the punish- 
ment imposed. ‘As one people they 
now seem likely to endure the out- 
come of what has gone before. 

It is not for us to indulge in un- 
thinking rejoicing over the fate of our 
enemy, nor is it for us to endeavor 
from misplaced pity to assist him to 
evade the punishment which is his 
due. As with the individual criminal, 
so with the guilty nation. Self 
righteous triumph and unmerited sym- 
pathy are alike out of place. More 
than ffifty years ago on the morrow 
of Sedan, that crushing disaster 
which left the French emperor, Nap- 
oleon the Third, and the last organiz- 
ed army of France prisoners in Ger- 
man hands, “Punch” published  cer- 
tain lines of poetry which embodied 
a stern and solemn warning to na- 
tlonal wrongdoing. The last two 
lines may well be now in our minds: 
“Once more we see he that sows wind 

doth whirl-wind reap, 
Once more we see God’s wrath may 
stay but doth not sleep.”

EDITORIAL NOTES 


Fire waste is a national problem, 
and has been for years. In 1922 the 
fire waste in Canada was $54,390,600, 
according to the bulletin of the Dom- 
{inion Fire Prevention Association. 
This is the highest point ever reached 
in Canada. Only by the constant 
and continued care and co-operation 
of every person in the Dominion can 
that loss be cut down. 


A few years ago it was generally 
prohpesied hat the Buffalo would 
soon be extinct—like the model hus 
bands referred to last week by our 
lady contributor. Yet so successful 
has been the effort to save them that 
this fall 2,000 will have to be killed 
to prevent overcrowding the park at 
Wainwright. 


In our leading editorial of last 
week we referred to objectionable 
legislation in this Province. Our 
wording confused some people into 
thinking that we accused the present 
government of passing that legis- 
lation. As a matter of (fact, the legis- 
fation referred to ‘was a heritage 
passed on by the Liberal government. 
The sooner the present government 
can get that legislation off the books 
the better. 


A leading Eastern paper referred to 
the fact that Lloyd George came to 
Canada to speak at the same time 
that McKenzie King went to England 
as “reciprocity.” We can say honestly 
that at least in one case Canada has 
got much the better of a reciprocity 
deal. 
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CANADIAN CLUBS AND . 
“O CANADA.”

Canadian-wide chaos of Canadian 
Clubs throws its scattered units into 
the noise of a convention and orders 
a portion of words suitable to the 
music of “O Canada.” 

All the cooks of Canadian yersifi- 
cation cannot broil, boil, bake, stew 
or otherwise prepare words that will 
breathe the life of Canadian national- 
ity and British unity into the dry bon- 
es of ‘O Canada.” 

If the Canadian Clubs are ever serv- 
ed with a form of words that will fulfil 
the ideals of a national anthem, the 
Canadian Clubs will have to sing 
these words to some other tune than 
“O Canada.” 

The music of “O Canada” was or- 
iginally wedded to words that chanted 
the glories of the Church, State and 
race of Bourbon France. The union 
was associatell with a certain  sad- 
eyed beauty of meaning and melody. 
“O Canada” should be left whero it 
belonged in the place of its parochial 
origin. There “O Canada” could de- 
serve and command respect as an 
estimable example of folk song. If 
“O Canada” {s to be transplanted to 
the soil of a secular purpose, the 
words and music might be cooked up 
into an ideal opening ode for the 
national convention of funeral direc- 
tors. 
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STATISTICS NOT FAVORABLE TO 
ONTARIO 


La Presse, Montreal 

Ottawa, Oct. 10.—The statistics giv- 
en by the Tederal bureau at Ottawa 
are not favorable o Ontario. In 1915 
there were 12,553 cases of drunken- 
ness when prohibition was not in 
force. In 1921, which was fhe fifth 
dry year, there were 14/498 caSes of 
drnukenness. In 1915 there were 32 
sentences for drugs. In 1922 there 
were 255 cases of drugs. 

The statistics shown hundred thous- 
and population. In Quebec in 1921 
there were 147 sentences for grave 
ogences, and In Ontario 312. Per hun- 
dred thousand population in 1921 Mon- 
treal had 848 cases_of drunkenness; 
in Toronto 900,

Seed growers of Alberta who plan 
to exhibit seed at the Chicago inter- 
national hay and grain show in De- 
cember should lose no time in getting 
in their entries, as these must be in 
Chicago by November 10. The exhi- 
bits must be forwarded to the clearing 
points at Claresholm School of Agri- 
culture, Olds School of Agriculture, 
or the University of Alberta. Here 
they will be sorted and forwarded to 
Chicago, the provincial government 
paying the freight from the assem- 

bling point. 


Seed Plant Starts Soon 

‘ Applications are coming in thick 
and fast from seed growers of the 
province to have their registered seed 
handled through the provincial gov- 
ernment seed plant at Edmonton this 
fall. To date more than 658 seed 
growers have sent in applications. It 
is anticipated that the plant will 
handle about six times as much grain 
this season as last. 


To Represent Canada 

Alberta has won additional honour 
through the medium of the Edmonr 
ton Grads. basketball team, cham- 
pions of the world, who have been 
granted permission by the amateur 
union of Canada to represent the 
dominion in Paris, France, in 1924, 
during the Olympic games. 


Government Elevator at Edmonton 

-Preparations are now being made to 
commence construction of the million 
dollar government storage elevator 
which is to be established at Edmon- 
ton, on the National Railway line. 


Some Good Corn Yields 

Alberta is recording some good 
yields of corn this season. G. G. 
Scott, a farmer at Millett, near Ed- 
monton, reports that he seeded four 
acres with Red Dent and Gehu, and 
secured 16 tons of silage to the acre, 
and expects a yield of 60 bushels to 
the acre from the corn. In the 
Taber district, on irrigated lands, a 
number of farmers have grown corn 
with much success this year, it is re- 
ported. 


One Crop Pays for Farm 

With low-priced farm lands and 
heavy yields of grain, in \Alberta this 
year, some farmers have been able 
to accomplish wonders in the way of 
financing their farms. Williams Bros., 
of Consort, purchased a farm in the 
fall of 1921, which they prepared for 
crop last year and seeded to wheat 
this year, They report that the crop 
they have taken off this fall has paid 
the expenses and the purchase price 
of the land in addition. 


Fish from the North 
From the Lesser Slave Lake, nor-h 
of Edmonton, this season, fifty cars 
of fish were shipped to various points 
in the U.S. 


Heavy Tourist Traffic 

Figures produced by J. Wardle, 
Superintendent of Banff Park, show 
that exceptionally heavy auto tourist 
traffic was recorded in the park this 
year. He states that up to September 
23, 8082 cars had visited the park, of 
which more than 2000 came from 
1 United States points. 

A total of 4520 cars passed over the 
new Banff-Windermere road _ during 
the season, carrying, it is estimated, 
more than 20,000 visitors, mostly 
from the United States.

WILL THE PRINGE 
LIVE IN CANADA? 


Chicago, Sept. 29.—That the real 
motive behind the American visit 
of the Prince of Wales is to encour- 
age immigration from England to 
Canada, thus relieving the old coun- 
try of her surplus population while 
increasing the stock of Anglo-Saxon 
blood on the American continent, is 
the surmise advanced by Bert E. 
Collyer, publisher and gentleman 
sportsman, recently returned from a 
protracted visit in the Dominion. 

Writing editorially in his own news- 
papers, Collyer’s Eye and the Referee, 
Mr. Collyer says: 

“Behind the sojourn on a ranch in 
Alberta, Canada, of the future king of 
Great Britain, is doubtless a political 
motive of the greatest importance to 
the English-speaking peoples on both 
sides of the big water. At the root 
{s England’s teeming fopulation, al- 
ways even in normal times excessive 
{in comparison with acreage and pow- 
er of self-support without outside sup- 
plies, but at the present time, - with 
England's foreign trade seriously dls- 
arranged by unsatisfactory credits 
and chaotie conditions on the conti- 
nent, actually distressing. Confronted 
with the problem of obtaining relief 
from surplus population, Wngland has 
turned hopefully to’ her territory in 
North America. During the August 
harvesting in Canada.herculean efforts 
were made to induce workers to ship 
from England with the hope that 
many, finding the gardens of their 
dreams in the New World, would re- 
main as permanent settlers. Success- 
ful in part at least, this movement did 
not go sufficiently far to effect the 
complee remedy that is necessary. 
Now comes the Prince of Wales, as 


“Lord Renfrew,” travelling incognito, 
as did his beloved grand-dad, the late 
King Edward, years ago—and settles 
down -at Edward Prince Range at 
High River, Alberta, for a long stay. 
The Englishman, at home, reading of 
the keen enjoyment that the Prince 
finds in the healthy climate and 
wholesome environment of Canada, is 
quite likely to reason that what is 
good enough for the future King of 
England must certainly be good 
enough for the commoner. ‘Tlius tie 
movement from crowded England to 
the ‘broad spaces of the Dominion 
may set in with a vim and vigor im- 
possible to have achieved by any less 
pretentious means. In aiding and 
abetting this policy—if our surmise be 
correct, and this is the real motive 
for the present princely visit—‘Lord 
Renfrew” i8 indeed rendering a genu- 
ine service not only to Great Britain 
buttothe cause of civilization itself. 
Certainly the transplanting, in goodly 
quantities, of the Anglo-Saxon blood 
of old England. on the American 
continent will bring incalculable bene- 
fits to this side of the Atlantic, while, 
by relieving the other side of its 
sunplus peoples, will make for a more 
wholesome development of the lives 
of those that remain. But, whatever 
the motive, we are sincerely glad that 
Lord, Renfrew is with us. “No mem- 
ber of royalty has so captured the 
heart of America since the days of his 
grandafther’s youth.”

munity, not paying any taxes for our 
schools, or other necessary undertak- 
ings: the whole interest they have in 
you is in your dollar. I have found 
during many years that the buying at 
home policy is much the better of the 
two. By supporting our home mer-— 
chants you are helping not only them 
but also yourself. They can thereby 
carry a bigger and better stock of 
merchandise, and by having a faster 
turnover they can economise in buying 
and the saving will react back to the 
customer.” Our friend A said a,lot of 
other things along the same line, and 
ended up with saying that it is not fair 
to expect our local stores to carry men 
when they have not the cash, and then 
have these men send away the cash 
when they get it. “Well,” said the 
other man, “you have said something 
which I never have thought of before. 
I am inclined to further consider the 
matter.” The writer has gone to some 
length to quote these gentlemen, but 
considers the subject an important 
one, and the moral which can bo drawn 
therefrom is that by supporting others 
in the community, you are at the same 
time helping yourself.

EFFECT OF CLIMATIC 
CONDITIONS ON DIF- 
FERENT BREEDS OF 

SWINE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Three breeds of hogs are kept at 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, viz.: Yorkshires, Berkshires 
and Duroc-Jerseys. For several years 
breed, comparison experiments have 
been featured, and many observations 
as to the effect of climate on the dif- 
ferent breeds have been made. It 
should be borne in mind that the 
Yorkshire is an active white-skinned 
hog, with a tendency toward rangi- 
ness both as to habits and _ confor- 
mation; the Berkshire is a black-skin- 
ned hog of more quiet disposition and 
build, and of a more compact type 
generally appearing in good condition; 
the Duroc-Jersey is a red hog, and 


4 though more of the lard hog type than 


the Berkshire, is given. to rambling 
considerably under favourable weath- 
er and range conditions. 

That Yorkshires are subject to 
sunscalding is true, but only in a 
degree depending upon the feed they 
are given, the method of handling, 
the weather, and the breeding strain. 
Some strains or lines of breeding 
blister more than others. While the 
Berkshires or Duroc-Jerseys do nct 
blister, they are not immune to suffer- 
ing from the heat. Their thicker hide 
prevents blistering, and the dark pig- 
mentation better withstands_the sun’s 
rays; but on the other hand both 
these breeds are fatterand thicker in 
conformations, and suffer correspond- 
ingly. On hot days they prefer to lie 
around in the shade, which has a 
tendency to make them even fatter 
and thicker, without the proportion 
of bong and fibre such as is developed 
in the more active Yorkshires. The 
Duroc-Jersey, because of his red 
colour, suffers less from  sunscald 
than the Berkshire. The black of 
the latter apparently draws the sun 
more than the red of the Duroc- 
Jersey. 

Proper feeding methods have a de- 
cided influence on climatic effect. 
Hogs fed grain and water are much 
more subject to blistering and suffer- 
ing from the heat than hogs fed 
grain, water and skim milk, or butter- 
milk, This observation has been 
recorded several times from pens of 
hogs fed in adjoining lots, and invari- 
ably the hogs fed milk ‘by-products 
suffered less. It would appear that a 
balanced ration offsets the effect of 
the sun to quite an extent, enabling 
the pig to thrive more strongly. This 
should hold true with all breeds, 
though not as emphatically as in the 
case of Yorkshires. If hogs are hard- 
ened to exposure gradually the effects 
are not so drastic as where changes 
are sudden. The past two years, 1921 
and 1922, were harder on hogs than 
the present season of 1923. There 
has been much less blistering this 
year; no aggravated cases appearing 
as in the previous years. During this 
season there have been no prolonged 
extremely hot spells, the general run 
of the weather alternating from hot 
to cool and ‘clouded. This has had a 
decided effect upon the amount of 
blistering. Hogs have done better 
than in 1921 and 1922. Barly in the 
spring, in April and May, white hogs 
scalded worse than since the spring- 
rains commenced. 

Under winter conditions other feat- 
ures are brought to light. In a breed 
comparison experiment carried on in 
1922-23, where six hogs of each of the 
three breeds were fed in adjacent 
lots, with cabins and runs of the 
sume size, the Yorkshires proved 
much more adaptable to winter fecd- 
ing in pens. All breeds were fed the 
same meal mixture, just what they 
would clean up. The Yorkshires av- 
eraged 214.7 Ibs. in 241 days, the Berk- 
shires 185 in 239 days, and the Duroc- 
Jerseys 203.2 in 270 days. The York- 
shires were active and kept moving, 
taking lots of exercise, with the re- 
sult that they were never off their 
feed and never crippled. The Duroc- 
Jerseys took less exercise, did not 
feed so well, and took 29 days longer 
». make a smaller weight by 11.5 Ibs. 
They, however, had enough hone and 
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fibre to keep them on their legs all 
winter, On the other hand, the Berk- 
shires, with their finer bone and 
fibre, suffered most. They lay around 
in the cabins, taking little exercisc. 
went off their feed, became stunted 
and crippled, and two of them died.

NEW $2 DOMINION NOTE 


Ottawa, Oct. 10.—A new Dominion 
$2 note has just been placed in cir- 
culation by the Department of Finance, 
On the face of the bill is a new steel 
engraved portrait of His Royal High- 
nes the Prince of Wales and the date 
of issue is June 23, 1923—the last 
birthday of the prince. The Depart- 
ment has taken advantage of the pre- 
sence in Ottawa of the Prince to in- 
troduce this bill. ; 

The new note is of striking design 
and is altogether one of the most ar- 
tistic that has been issued by the De- 
partment in recent years. The back 
carries an excellent engraving of the 
new coat-of-arms of the Dominion. 
The color printing on front and back is 
a pleasing shade of olive green. 

The new Prince of Wales issue will 
be gradually placed in circulation and 
will in time supplant the old Con- 
naught $2 note, which has been in cir- 
culation since 1914. 

Mr. Fielding has submitted to the 
Prince for his acceptance the first 
issue, No. 1, of the new note.
